Sterling fell to $3.87% to 
the 
pound, against the pre-war quota­ 
tion of $4.86%. 
This represents a 
discount of slightly more than 20 
per cent in what for generations j 
was regarded as the most stable 
jorm of international remittance. 
Francs or bills on Paris foil to 
the point where it took nearly IO 
francs to buy an American dollar, 
representing a depreciation of fully 
50 per cent. The lire or Italian ex­ 
change, valued at 19.3 cents before 
the war, fell to a level where it took 
12 2-3 of them to equal an Ameri­ 
can dollar.

THE REPUBLIC WRITES FINIS. 
After over one hundred and eleven years of 


existence as a newspaper the St. Louis Repub­ 
lic with its issue of this morning passed out 
of existence. 
Its property 
and 
subscription 
lists having been sold to the -Ulobe-Democrai, 
and publication discontinued. 


There can not but be much regret felt, not 


only by readers of the paper, but by many 


others as well. ac what may be termed a news­ 


paper tragedy. 
For indeed it is a tragedy that 
« 
after more than a century of life a newspaper 
as great as this has been compelled to yield 


to merciless conditions 
and 
disappear from 


the places where for so long it lias been a 
dominating influence. 


The democratic party of which it has been 
an exponent and, at times, a very strong one, 
wdi miss its services and the public generally, 
readers and advertisers will, for a long time 
feel that something potent has gone from their 
everyday lives. 


The Republic was one of, if not the oldest 
newspaper in America, and its end can not 


but leave a void in all the territory in which 
it circulated. 


Rut after all, its death is but the logical 
result of conditions existing in the newspaper 
industry that are forcing many powerful pub­ 


lications to either consolidate with some other 
or else retire entirely from the field. 


The news print situation itself is probably 
the most serious factor and its effects is bound 
it bring about in all parts of the country just 


what has happened in St. Louis. 
News print 
paper is selling on the open m arket today at 


prices ranging from 8 to IO cents a pound, 
with the demand far exceeding the supply, the 
m arket constantly on an upward trend and no 


relief in sight. Just what this means to news­ 


paper publishers may be imagined when it is 
known that less than two cents a pound was 
a normal price for the white paper stock before 
the wa»* and that even during the war it was 


obtainable from 31* to 4 cents. Now ii is claim­ 


ed that ’he same quality of stock will reach a 


price of 15 cents a pound or higher before long. 
Mills in fact, are declining to contract toy pap­ 
er for future delivery at any price. The trouble 
is that the use of paper in this country’ and oth­ 
ers has been outstripping production., and the 
supply of raw m aterial in sight for its manu­ 


factu rers limited. Of course the paper maim 
facturers are making 
excessive 
profits, bid 


they justify their profiteering 
by the law of 


supply and demand. 


It is obvious that newspaper publishers can­ 


not Continue in business on the old scale el 
subscription and 
advertising 
rates when the 


costs of production are 
dpubled, 
trip o d and 
quadrupled. 
All over the country both daily 


and weekly papers are 
increasing 
their sub­ 
scription and advertising rates, and the old- 
tim e “doilar-a-year” weekly’ is now as great a 
rarity as a two-headed calf. 
Many $1.50 
i 


year weeklies are raising to $2, and $2 papers 


to $2.50. It is not greed but necessity*. No oth­ 
er business is expected to m aintain old selling 


prices in the 
face of constantly 
increasing 


costs, and no newspaper can keep it up with­ 


out e ventually going to the wall. 


But even the increase in rates have not al­ 
ways met the emergency and, as in the case o. 


the Republic, after struggling vainly to meet 


conditions, the inevitable finis has ben w ritten 


after their names. 
All that can be done is to make the heat of 


condition* as they’ are*
